BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA:9

NEW SECTION.  Section 1.  Sulfur dioxide emission control plans -- enforcement methods for11

emission control plans. (1) The board shall develop sulfur dioxide emission control plans for each source in12

areas where:13

(a)  multiple industries producing sulfur dioxide are located in close proximity; and14

(b)  the U.S. environmental protection agency has required the state to develop a state implementation15

plan for sulfur dioxide for the area.16

(2)  Emission control plans developed under subsection (1) must use emission control strategies17

consistent with the federal emission control plan and the state implementation plan developed for the area in18

order to meet statewide sulfur dioxide standards.19

NEW SECTION.  Section 2.  Limitation on excess concentrations of sulfur dioxide standard. A21

person may not cause or contribute to concentrations of sulfur dioxide in the ambient air that exceed the 1-hour22

average standard adopted by the board more than three times in any 12 consecutive months.23

NEW SECTION.  Section 3.  Establishment of five-minute standards. The board shall adopt a25

5-minute air quality standard for sulfur dioxide.26

NEW SECTION.  Section 4.  Codification instruction. [Sections 1 through 3] are intended to be28

codified as an integral part of Title 75, chapter 2, part 2, and the provisions of Title 75, chapter 2, part 2, apply29

to [sections 1 through 3].30
